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Abstract: 



PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a display device for hair dyed condition by 
which the condition of each type of hair colored with each type of dye can be checked. 

SOLUTION: By turning a translucent disk 7, each color area 5a is superimposed on the hair 
samples 9 in the window areas 3a of a base disk 4 in order and, through the color areas 5a, 
the hair samples 9 can be viewed in order. Thus, for each type of hair dye, the condition of 
each type of hair sample 9 colored with the hair dye can be checked. 
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Claims : 



1. A device for displaying dyed condition of hair, com- 
prising: 

a plurality of hair sample zones where plural kinds of hair 
samples 9 are arranged; and 

a plurality of light transmission zones which are dyed to 
respective colors corresponding to plural kinds of dye staff , 
and 

in which device any of said respective hair sample zones is ob- 
served through any of the respective light transmission zones. 

2. A device for displaying dyed condition of hair, in which 
a base plate 4 is divided into a plurality of hair sample zones 
arranged in the central periphery of said base plate 4, a plural 
kinds of hair samples 9 are respectively arranged in said hair 
sample zones, a light transmission board 7 is classified into a 
plurality of light transmission zones arranged in its central 
periphery, said light transmission zones are colored to the res- 
pective colors corresponding to plural kinds of dye staff, the 
base plate 4 and the light transmission board 7 are over-laid 
when their centers are pivotally supported, either of them is ro- 
tated, and any of the respective hair sample zones is over-laid 
with any of the respective light transmission zones.

Now, if the light transmission board 7 is rotated in such a 
constitution, the respective coloring zones 5a of the coloring 
translucent plate 5 are over- laid in order on the hair samples 9 
of the respective window regions 3a of said base plate 4 whereby 
it is possible to see the respective hair samples 9 through the 
coloring zones 5a. Therefore, it is possible to confirm the 
respective status where the desired hair sample 9 has been dyed 
by various kinds of dye staff of dying the hair.

That is, a sample of the hair similar to the user's hair is 
selected from among the respective hair samples 9 on the base 
plate 4 whereafter the respective coloring zones 5a of the color- 
ing translucent plate 5 are over- laid in order on the hair sample 
9 thus selected. Thus, by the various kinds of dye staff with 
which the hair is dyed it is capable of confirming the respective 
status when the user's hair has been dyed.
